Dear Mr. Ryan: 
 
 As an additional counter-proposal to the Bureau of Reclamation’s USBR Exhibit 11, I 
propose the following: 
 
 1. Acceptance of Reclamation’s proposed language with the deletion of the clause 
calling for termination in the event that the parties are unable to agree upon an adjustment of the 
Settlement Contract after a future State Water Resources Control Board Bay-Delta decision.   
 
 2. Acceptance, with some re-wording, of the “base-line” provisions in 
Reclamation’s draft. 
 
 3. Addition of a provision which addresses the Base Supply rescheduling charge. 
 
 I have enclosed, for your review, a re-draft of what would be a new Article 9(c) that 
reflects this counter-proposal as well as a draft of what would be the full Article 9. 
 
 This proposal is made on behalf of GCID with the concurrence of Kevin O’Brien.  In 
light of our desire to reach final resolution on this matter by the end of the February 18, 2003 
negotiating session, I have forwarded the proposal to you prior to my having had an opportunity 
to discuss this proposal fully with other Settlement Contractors.  I will, however, do so prior to 
the February 18, 2003 negotiating session.
